Bennett to Face Refusal 
to Vote Supply If 


House Meets

OTYVAWA, Sept. 17.—The fate 

of the present House of Com- 
mons hangs on the result of next 

Monday's by-elections. Political 
opinion in the capital now runs 
to the belief that if the Liberals 
can win four out of the five by- 
elections Mr. Bennett will have 
considerable difficulty in cvading 
dissolution and a general elec 
tion, and that he may face the 
country without another session. 

Should Mr. Bennett turn blind 
eyes to the writing on the wall-and 
meet parliament again the Liberals 
intend to refuse to vote supply and 
force him to the country 

The calling of the B.N.A. con- 
ference has complicated matters 
with respect to the expected fal! 
session. The chief argument used 
in favor of the fall session has been 
Mr. Bennett's longing to be in 
London for the King’s silver jubilee 
when titles will be bestowed on 
overseas prime ministers. 

The suggestion is now put forward 
that Mr. Bennett may not call a fall 
séssion because it would not be pos- 
sible to get through by the end of 
April in time for him to go to 
London. He may follow the prece- 
dent set by Sir Wilfrid Laurier in 
1911, when the Liberal chieftain 
adjourned parliament, went to the 
Imperial Conference in London, 
and reassembled parliament two 
months later 

In the meantime his opposition 
had made the best of the delay in 
spreading propaganda against reci- 
procity. Sir Wrifrid dissolved par- 
liament within a few days of reas- 
sembling.

The Passing Show Gaining Healthy Weight A

With British and American warships and 
fleets of fighting planes visiting the famous 
“inner passage” from Vancouver to Alaska, 
their crews fraternising and the gold from the 
San Francisco mint being moved to Denver, 
Colorado, it needs no announcement from 
Tokyo that Japan intends to 
have a navy the equal of any 
afloat, to make it clear that 
war on the Pacific is immi- 
nent. 

Japan has overflowed her 
borders. She has overrun 
Korea, set up the puppet 
kingdom of Manchukuo, and 
been temporarily repulsed in 
her efforts to enter China. In 
the Hawaiian Islands a ma- 
jority of the voters are Jap- 
anese by race though American by birth. 
There are hordes of Japanese in Mexico and 
the Pacific states. One in cight of the pop- 
ulation of British Columbia is Japanese. They 
have overflowed the fisheries and the small 
berry industry. There are whole townships 
on the banks of the Fraser river which are 
almost wholly Japanese.

There's another side to the picture. If ever 
a nation was reluctant to embrace modern 
civilization and wished only to be left alone, it 
is the Japanese, The guns of Admiral Perry's 
ships that forced Japan to open her doors to 
other races, seem to have backfired upon the 
American people. 

On Saturday I mentioned in this column 
something about young Ranald MacDonald, 
born on the Pacific coast, the son of a strict- 
living Hudson's Bay trader and the daughter 
of a native chief. Just a hundred years ago as 
a ten-year-old youngster, he floated down the 
Saskatchewan, after having braved the Colum- 
bia gorge and the Athabasca Pass on his way 
to the nearest school—on the Red river, two 
thousand miles away from home. 

When Ranald became a youth he embraced 
a life of adventure. He shipped as a sailor on 
an American whaler, and while so doing felt an 
overmastering desire to visit Japan—the Hermit 
Kingdom. There was a sentence of death on 
any foreigner who dared to trespass on the 
forbidden shores of Japan. It even extended to 
those Japanese who had been abroad. Having 
visited the jiand of the foreigner, they for- 
feited their right to return home. So keenly 
did the Japanese of a hundred years ago strive 
to keep their country inviolate against western 
civilization that when in 1837, two missionaries 
at a cost of $2000 attempted to return seven 
Japanese castaways from a wrecked vessel to 
their native land they were driven away under 
gunfi

He practised capsizing the 
boat and when within sight of the native fisher- 
men, pulled ‘out the plug, filled his boat half 
full of water and trusted to the hope that they 
would show mercy to a supposed shipwrecked 
sailor. 


In this he was not disappointed, though 
after a month during which he was waited 
upon hand and foot, he was taken by the 


authorities, placed in a cage and shipped on a 
sailing junk to Tokyo, where he was kept im- 
prisoned with 16 survivors of a wrecked Amer- 
ican whaler. After nine months of detention, 
he with his surviving cormpanions were handed 
over to the American corvette “Preble” of 18 
guns, which had come to take the American 
seamen home

part in the first gold rush there, did this 
adventurous young Canadian return to his par- 
ents’ home in British Columbia

Difficult Problem 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Outside of a few thin people who are under- 
weight because they do not eat enough, gain- 
ing weight is a difficult task. It is easier for 
a stout person to lose weight than for a thin 
person to gain weight. This is because the 
stout person gencrally has gocd assimilative 
organs and a slow combustion 
or oxidation of the foods ab- 
sorbed, while the thin person 
usually has a weak digestive 
apparatus and an excessive 
amount of combustion of ab- 
sorbed food materials. . 

Practically every too thin 
person has tried to gain by 
stuffing on rich, fattening 
foods only to find that the 
few ounces added at first 
were not permanent, and he 
possibly suffered from indigestion or liver 
trouble due to eating more than he could digest. 
Most underweight people finally become dis- 
couraged and decide that they can never ex- 
pect to put on much flesh. The gradual loss of 
weight causes them to worry, and the worry 
only makes them grow thinner than ever. If 
weight is gained by the stuffing method, it is 
not desirable flesh and the overworking of the 
digestive organs often makes the person who 
tries it more susceptible to disease. 

Oddly enough the quickest way for most 
people to gain weight is to get thinner first. 
Most thin people will be dismayed at the 
thought of losing some weight in trying to gain; 
however, those who lose a few pounds at first 
will find that the weight gained afterward is 
usually a lasting gain because it permits the 
digestive system to be improved and strength- 
ened 

A tendency to thinness is frequently asso- 
ciated with a poor digestion, catarrhal troubles 
of all kinds, nervousness, and constipation. A 
pleasing roundness and shapeliness will gen- 
erally be found in a well-nourished body. 
Extreme thinness, up to actual emaciation, is 
found in many serious disorders and an alarm- 
ing and unaccountable loss of weight may be 
one of the first symptoms of tuberculosis, ane- 
mia, kidney trouble, stomach ulcers, etc. This 
does not mean that thinness causes these 
troubles but that these diseases may cause thin- 
ness. 

It should also be remembered by one who 
is thin that he may come from a family with 
a tendency to a lean body. In this case it is 
possible by exercise and diet to build up a 
beautiful, graceful body of the race-horse type 
and one may enjoy plenty of mental and phys- 
ical alertness; but such a person is not likely 
to develop a tendency to heaviness and bulki- 
ness, and, if he does, by persistently eating rich 
foods, he may undermine his health. 

Sometimes thinness is due to an over-active 
thyroid gland Such patients are restless, 
nervous, their hearts beat rapidly, they grow 
lean and find it hard to take life easily. 

An additional cause to thinness 
already stated is a bodily toxemia which inter- 
feres with normal metabolism and prevents 
proper assimilation and elimination. I usually 
advise thin people to take a short fast in order 
that chemical toxins may be eliminated from 
the system and that the digestive organs will 
obtainea period of rest. Even though a few 
pounds are lost at first, when the fast is fol- 
lowed with a good diet, the patient usually 
goes up to a normal weight because the diges- 
tive organs are at last in a condition to properly 
digest and make use of the food esten. I know 
the fasting idea may seem strange to you at 
first but, if you will stop to realize that if a 
thin person cennot digest ordinary mesls, it 
is easy to see that it is the height of folly to 
expect him to digest bigger meals in order to

There was a military guard, an 
artillery salute, and all the other 
ceremony, which descended 
down to the present day and is 
performed at Ottawa and all the 
provincial capitals, The lieuten- 
ant governor in his “speech from 
the throne,” said that he had sum- 
moned the Legislature “under the 
authority of an act parliament 
which has established the British 
Constitution and all the forms 
which secure and maintain it in 
this distant country.” He hoped 
that “the blessings of our invalu- 
able constitution thus protected 
and amplified,’ would “be ex- 
tended to the remotest posterity.” 
The House in answer, asserted its 
determination “to strengthen our 
union with the present and add 
our mite to its splendor and 
glory.” The Legislative Council 
was equally loyal. 

The first act of the first Legis- 
lature of Upper Canada enacted 
that “in ali matters of controversy 
relative to property and civil 
righis, resort shall be had to the 
laws of England as the rule for 
the decision of the same”; but it 
was not until 1800 that legislation 
was passed formally introducing 
the criminal law of England, 
though as a matter of fact that 
law applicable to the Province of 
Quebec (as all Canada was called 
in 1763) was always in force in 
Upper Canada.

ROAD HOGS AT THE WHEEL 
Editor Bulletin, Sir: The more 
we consider the highway traffic 
problem—the more we study the 
causes of motor vehicle acci- 
dents—the more we are con- 
vinced that while there are many 
sides to this question the trouble 
back of it all can be summed up 
in two words: ‘Road Hogging.” 

The accidents which result in 
death or serious injury are us- 
ually to violation of one of a few 
fundamental rules of the road, 
rules which have been written 
into the vehicles laws and which 
are part of the law. We refer to 
such practices as driving beyond 
the left of the centre of a road 
which has two or more lanes, con- 
tending for the right of way at 
intersections where the view is 
obstructed, making left turns 
without an adequate signal, weav- 
ing in and out or cutting in on 
other traffic, parking on the 
travelled portion of the roadway, 
passing street cars, taking or dis- 
charging passengers, driving with 
glaring or with improperly ad- 
justed headlights. 

Every one of these errors shows 
evidence of a disregard of the 
rights of others on the road. The 
driver who commits them is not 
treating other drivers as he would 
have them treat him. He is guilty 
of discourtesy of the worst kind 

Usually these things are not 
done deliberately but thoughtless- 
ly The driver who takes the 
trouble to consider the matter at 
all would know that when violat- 
ing most of the rules in the traf- 
fic laws he is endangering him- 
self as much as others 

Misconduct on the road be- 
comes all the more astonishing 
when we consider that much of it 
is committed by intelligent, edu- 
cated persons, who have a high 
code of ethics and courtesy in 
their business dealings and their 
social conduct. Why they should 
become such hogs when they get 
behind the steering wheel is diffi. 
cult to understand. 

What is the remedy? A care- 
fully trained highway patrol on 
the provincial highway, with 
similarly trained traffic officers 
in the municipalities, can go 4 
long way toward correcting driy- 
ers’ errors, Efficient traffic con- 
trol requires careful selection and 
thorough training of the men It 
also requires the right perspective 
Nothing is gained by trying to 
make a record for a large number 
of arrests, by arrests from am- 
bush, or by arresting drivers who 
commit technical but compar- 
atively harmless violations of the 
traffic Act, But a traffie patrol 
can be @ real help if it will get

Municipal Debts and Compulsory 
Relief 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C. 


The Pattullo government in British Columbia has climaxed 
the municipal debt problem by announcing that three named 
municipalities have no ability to pay their bonds either as to 
principal or interest on the contract basis; that compulsory relief 
is necessary; and that the government will give that relief to the 
three named municipalities so as to cut interest down to one per 
cent for three years certain—and as and when conditions improve 
at such higher rate as the revenue of each municipality may 
justify—but never to exceed four per cent. The new bonds are 
to run for 25 years; and the official announcement announces in 
guarded terms that the bondholders may look upon their prin- 
cipal as safe 


The government is to take over the sinking funds and control 
all borrowing power in future; it being specified that municipal 
borrowings will be drastically curtailed. 


: An invitation is extended to all other municipalities in British 
Columbia to apply to the government for inclusion in this com- 
pulsory refunding plan of relief 


Whether the government of British Columbia has power to 
pass valid legislation carrying out this plan—always a matter of 
doubt under the B.N.A, Act—the effect of the public announce- 
ment is so drastic as to make a general refunding plan necessary 
even though action by the parliament of Canada and the legis- 
lature of the province is necessary.

The whole matter of municipal finance has been effectually 
pleced in the lap of the Dominion government. 


The United States has extended its bankruptcy laws to munici- 
palities; so that they can assign and get clearances on proof of 
inability to pay; on the theory that a lender who makes a bad 
municipal loan is not entitled to any higher or different protec- 
tion than is given to a lender who makes a bad individual loan. 
Upwards of three thousand American municipalities are eligible 


for release. 


The final answer to the problem will be to pay off all public 
bonds in sound Dominion money; put a specific sinking fund 
behind each issue and get the entire municipal debt glacier 
thawed out. We will come to this remedy some day—after refus- 
ing to face realities as long as possible.

CONDITIONS REFLECTED 

Mr. Campbell broadly states that 

tonditions in the United States 
have their reflexes in Canada to a 
greater degree than in any of the 
British Dominions and points to the 
great advances made by Australia 
and New Zealand in climbing from 
the pit of depression, more by their | 
own efforts than from any other in- | 
fluence. He waxed enthusiastic 
over the affairs of South Africa and 
adroitly dodged political issues in 
Canada and the United States. 

He sees no reason why Canada 
should model any recovery stim- 
ulants along lines of the NRA 
and is not enthusiastic over the 
application of the NRA to Labor 
and pointed to the apparent dif- 
ficulties now being undergone in 
the United States in its complex 
system of codes.
